All helps to commit suicide 
have been removed from his cell; and although 
this Han-lin graduate and ex- 1 is allowed 
his daily portion of oplum, and his page, or 
man-in-waiting, permitted to minister to him, 
yet the .opiam {s now exactly measured or 
weighed, and the page's Ilfe {a to go. for the 
master's if there F2-tseacbery or any under- 
hand work discovered. The queue also-pf: 
this mandarin is—as {fs the custom in such” 
cases—divested of the strong allk thread with 
which the Chinese ‘plait their talls, and the 
hair—which in this case is neither long nor 
plentiful—is Ued up in a knot, and firmly 
secured by strong seallng-wax to the top of the 
head, in order to prevent any attempt at atrang- 
lice himself! What a strange figure this 
ex-Tactal must cut in his condemned cell ! 
All the others implicated :—The Provincial 
Examiner Yin, and who was a Vice-President 
of ane of the Metropolltan Boards, has succeeded 
in completely estabilshlng bis innocence in the 
case ; and also the five wealthy and toflaential 
families who were charged with paying to Chow 
twelve thousand dollars for obtaining the 
depree of Kii-jén, or provincial graduate, ‘for 
one. son in each of the above five families, 
have all got off ‘scot free,” so far as incarcera- 
tion in the provincial prison Is concerned, Bat 
doubtless they have had to pay an immense 
‘sum of money between them In order to save 
thefr beads and thelr familles, All this, of 
course, 1s kept very quiet, as the crime’ is 
counted, as one of treason, the degree of 
Kii-jén being inaeparably connected with official 
rank and i:fluence. To us barbarians from 
the West, the penalty seems too severe ; 
but then cir literary titles carry no polltical or 
civil authority with them ; whereas In China, a 
“man with the provinctal graduate’s title is a 
power for evil, [f he !s s0 disposed ; and in 
general they are the tyrannical pests of the lo 
ity in which they reside. Most district magis- 
trates, If they bave not aliterary title higher than 
this, are in fear of these petite nodsesse, who, 
“when the play is worth the candle,” can turn 
the scale of just'ce.for or against you, The will 
of these local nutocrats is generally-the end to all 
‘controversy ; and. these gentry so outrageously 
abuse thelr power that, under the present 
’ vdgfime, or mode of government, the people 
will not ‘be sorry for the fallure of the five 
sons In thelr: efforts to get this much coveted 
depree of Kii-j¢n, Under the present corrupt 
administration, the fewer provincial [graduates 
there are the better. Itis trae that, in the 
immediate locality or nelghbourhood of the 
candidate ‘for this degree, the 
people feel proud to have such a scholar 
among them; but, after the. first stage of 
excitement Js past, and the usual flag-staffs—the 
emblems of a Kii-jén—bezin to look’ dirty and 
show sigrs of decay, and alter a short exhibition 
of a few of the mean characteristics of the man, 
, and the monstrous pretensions of his new pasi- 
~ don, most of hls neighbours would be anywhere 
‘ but near-him: for this class of gentry bring no 
moral force into the neighbourhood with them, 
~—none of that healthy power of great and good 
purposes; but they are simply dignified with 
those elements which constitute “am Local 
_ petty tyrant," not necessarily “a clawn suddenly 
risen to power,” but a clever, cunning, yet over- 
bearing deSpot, whose.motto Is “ Private interests 
and public fame.” The evil such men do live 
after them, and we don't believe that any good 
is Interred with ‘their bones; and the state in 
which they. leave thelr neighbourhood and 
families at death reveals also that they have 
“left no good behind them.” » Hence, living or 
dead, they are- undesirable companions !—

“The steamship Port Adelaide was chartered 
by the libellant for a voyage from New York to 
Aden, Amoy, Shangha! and Yokohame. By the 
terms of the charter party ‘the whole of said 
vessel with the exception of the necessary room 
for the crew and storage of. provistons, coals, 
aails and cables” was chartered to the Ilbellant, 
The charter party also contained the following 
clause,’ ’ charterers to. have the fall reach of 
vessel's holds, spare bunkers, cabins, &c., the 
same asifthe steamer was loading for owners’ 
benefit," The ship owners officered and manned: 
the vessel and were to receive “for the use of 
the voyage aforesald the aum 
of £4,500.” Bills of Lading were to he signed 
by the master, and any difference between the 
charter money and the fretght named in the bills 
of lading was to be settled before the vessel's 
departure from New York. | . 

Under this contract the charierers furnished 
the steamer a full cargo from New York, and 
the frelght named in the bills of lading, being 
lass than the £4,,00, named in the charter party 
by the sum of £5,500, 4.7, the difference was 
pald by the libellantto the ship's agent before 
the ship's departure from New York, None of 
thls cargo was shipped by the libellant, but by 
other shippers found by bim,. It was -to be 
delivered at the ports of Aden, Amoy, Shanghai 
and Yokohama respectively as per the bills of 
Isding sigaed by the master, the greater portion 
‘of the cargo, belag deliverable at Aden, Amoy 
and Shanghal, Tho steamer proceeded to those 


ports, and there duly delivered the cargo con.’ 


signed to those ports... From ‘hanghal the 
steamer was bound by ihe terms of the charter 
to proceed direct to Yokohama, and there deliver 
the semajnder of hercargo. fnstead of so doing, 
tho master of the steamship, without authority 
from the charterers, took on board at Shangkal 
& quantity of cotton to be transported In tho 
steamship upon frelght from Shanghal! to the 
port of Kioto, « port not within the terms of the 
charter, The frelght on this cotton was collected 
by the ship's agent and {urned over to the, ship 
ownes. From Kioto the ship proceeded to 
Yokohama, and theresafely delivered the remaln- 
der of the cargo that had been shipped In New 
York for that port. This deviation from the 
yeyege described in the charter party caused a 
delay in reaching Yokohama ofspmetwo or three 
days.

the voyage.’ The loading of the ship on ship's 
account at Shangbai increased the welgbt of the 
ship during the rest ef the voyage, and by.s0 
much retarded her progress. I¢ might also well 
be that a shipment ol cargoon the ship's account 
from Shanghal to Kioto would bave an Impor- 
tant effect upon the ventures of those merchants 
who by agreement with the libellant shipped 
goods in New York for Yokohama, under a char- 
ter which gave the whole ship to the chasterers, 
Aathorlty for a shipment of cargo on ship's 
account should therefore be found plainly set 
forth in the charter party. No such authority is 
atated In the charter party, and in my opinion 
tuch authority cannot be Implied from the fact 
that the pastession and cdntrol of the ship 
remained in the shipowner, The possesston abd 
contro! of the ship by the owner during the voy- 
age was for the sole purpose of the ship’s navl- 
gation during the voyage. Certalnly no authority 
to proceed to Kioto, a port not included {n the 
voyage described in the charter, is to be found 
in the charter party... : 

In my jrdgment, therefore, the shipment. of 
cotton In Shangbai for Kioto, on ship’s account, 
wasa breach of the charter party.. But as it 
appears that the ship proceeded from Kfoto to 
Yokohama, and there dellvered In‘ good order 
the cargo shipped In New York under the charter 
party for the part of Yokohama’ and in view of 
the terms.of the charter party, it scems to me 
that the charterer Is entitled to adopt the act of’ 
the ship owners in taking in cargo at Shanghal 
for Kioto, and to recover the freight earned by 
the ship {cr the transportation of that carga ; or, 
at his option, to treat the transaction as a breach 
of the charte? party and hold the ship for the 
damages caused thereby. Ido not see how the 
charterer can be entitled tothe freight earned by 
the breach of the charter party, aod also to 
damages for such breach, : 

It Is sald that {{ the freight collected at Kicto 
and paid over to the ship owner belongs to the 
charterer, the Ilbellant’s claim {s against the ship 
owner for money he had not recetved and fs nat 
within the jurisdiction of the Admiralty, Butthe 
service performed in carning the frelght was a 
marltime service, and the daties of the reapectlve 
partles arlse'‘out ofand are fixed, bythe terms 
of a charter party of the ship, and the ship was 
the instrument used in performing the service. 
Under such circumstances it 1s my opinion that 
a maritime lien in favor of the charterer attached 
to the skip for the amount of the {relght earned 
by the steamship by transporting the cotton from 
Shanghat to Kioto, and withheld from the 
charterer by the ship owner, . 

The drift of the libellant’s argument leads me 
to suppose that If compelled to elect, the libel- 
lant will elect to recover the freight earned by 
the ship, and a decree forthe libellant for that 
amount will therefore be entered, unless the 
Hibellant gives notice of electing to recelve the 
damages instead, In which case a reference will 
be had toascertain the amount of such damages. 

The parties will ‘doubtless agree as to the 
amount of the freight collected. :
